Mr. Oscar Wilde, the aesthetic bundle 


of egotism from England, who has an 
unmistakable and vulgar greed for Ameri; 
can dollars, .filled his appointment to 
"lecture" at the opera house in this city 
last evening. It was not expected that 
Oscar would l)e greeted by a large or en- 
thusiastic audience, because westerners are 
not given to running after long-haired 
novelties, no matter what ism thej may 
represent The residents of Deeatur are 
distinctively 
a discriminating people, 


and pretenders and egotista generally 
look upon vacant chairs when the curtain 
rises in our temple of music and comedy. 
The audience which greeted Oscar last 
night numbered less than 125 people, and 
was made up principally of members of 
the two art classes in this city and the 
curious, who went to the hall expecting 
to be. dreadfully bored, and a few of 
them were not disappointed, though the. 
lingered until the snob Jiad made his 
farewell .•esthetic l>ow. 


Mr. Wilde appeared upon the rostrum 


at 20 minutes past 8, and bowed rathei 
awkwardh as he took his position beside 
the stand, upon which was a lonesonu 
goblet i .f water. Oscar is a young Eng 
lishinan, whose age cannot be more thai 
8(1 years. He is tall and rather slender 
but his head, which is covered with loni 
brown hair, reaching nearly to his shonl 
derK and parted in the middle, is large.

the interviewer

and languishing. He stood before the 
curious audience last night attired in a 
rich suit of dark velvet, theoue he alwujx 
wears when lecturing. His coat was of 
the full dress swallow tailed pattern: 
beneath the coat Wiis a vest of velvet and 
the tiglit fitting pantaloons of the same 
material reached to tlie knees, the re- 
mainder of the nesthete's lower extremities 
being encased in black silk stockings. 
The feet of the novelty were covered part- 
ly with putent leather flippers ornament- 
ed with black bows. Oscar's lily white 
neck was encircled by a low standing col- 
lar, Oxford style, and a ^billowy tie of 
white silk obscured from vieu his shirt 
front, which was doubtless white as the 
driven HUOW. On the left hand of the 
specimen of the English school of art, was 
u cream colored kid glove, and in tliin 
hand Oscar held hi« manuscript for a 
while. The right hand held an unused 
glove and from the coat tail pocket was 
fished out a dainty lace handkerchief 
when

Mr. Wilde when he commenced his talk— 
for it was nothing else -on "Art Decora- 
tion," as it has been viewed by him dur- 
ing 1 lis travels through Europe. Tl ic tulk 
was l>eautiful and engaging in it»wa}, 
though at the beginning the hearer had 
to watch closely to determine when Oscar 
reached a period, for lie .is ' prone to close 
each sentence with a rising inflection; but 
he got to putting in three em i|uadn after 
each period and then it wan mure agieea- 
ble to hear him speak his piece with which 
he in so familiar. The talk was wholly 
on art and the pioper decoration of dwell- 
ings as it in understood by the English 
School of Art; and when this is said there 
is little more to add. He enlarged upon 
the subject, presenting beautiful word 
pictures and predicting the good feeling 
ami happiness that would prevail among 
the people should they endeavor to make 
everything about them not only useful 
but substantial and beautiful. Homes 
that are now unsightly and cheerless 
should be adorned with tasteful orna- 
ments, such as are pleasing to the eye 
and not at all commonplace or vulgar. 
Oscar would not only have us decorate 
our rooms, but also the exterior of our 
dwellings should be adorned wsth carved 
articles. The jcweln we wear should be 
of the tat and most artistic; -good taste 
should IM> displayed in placing proper fig- 
ures upon dishes, urns, etc., and nothing 
whatever should be formed without some 
display of the true artist's work. 


The young man, who spoke for just one 


hour, and whose delivery was inferior, 
closed with a gushy peroration ou his pet 
lioliby, bowed, made a military right- 
about, and made four strides which took 
him aft" the stage, his long locks being 
somewhat agitated by the breeze which 


liin rapid movement created. 


There was considerable merit in the 


talk on art, which is a matter of some im- 
portance to not a few people in this and 
other countries; but there was nothing 
particularly new or striking in Oscar's 
etlbrt. It was commonplace. The "lec- 
ture" was clothed in the finest language, 
such as we may find in any \\ell-written 
book. 


Why Wilde appears before the public 


in his masquerade costume is a mystery 
to some people;"but not so to Oscar and 
his manager, Mr. Vale, the Englishman 
who stood at the door last night. It is 
Oscar's principal advertising dodge. His 
lecture, of itself, would not attract a hand- 
ful of people in any town; but it is gen- 
erally known that Oscar appears in the 
so-called aesthetic costume, and this be- 
ing the case, people in some towns par- 
ticularly in Chicago and ia the east, flock 
to we him by the hundreds. Egotistic 
Oscar is a glaring fraud as a lecturer. He 
may know something about what he calls 
true art, but if he said all he had to say- 
last night, there are persons in this coun' 
try fully as competent to teach and in- ] 
struct in this respect as he pretends to 
be, and there is no necessity for Ameri- 
cans to recog-nize the new "social move- 
ment" inaugurated by the English School- 
of An, of which Wilde is the special 
champion. But Oscar is not no much 
concerned al«.ut converts to Ins notions 
in this eoiuitrj. The prime object of his 
visit is to Capture American dollars to till 
his depleted purse, with which to waste 
his time in wandering aimlessly alnmt 
European cities. 


Oscar told a reporter that he thought 


the provincial cities in Illinois very com- 
monplace towns, and asked his visitor if 
he didn't feellwred living in such a small 
place--a town where he said there was 
"no opportunity to mingle with men of 
art of science and of letters." He said lie 
couldn't exist in such a town. What an 
unfortunate lot of people we Decaturitea 
must be! as seen through Wilde's tele- 
scope. 


On the rostrum Wilde poses and talks 


gushingly, and has nothing to say that 
will particularly offend his hearers, but 
ta^en aside and alone, he ifi the queerest 


iece of humanity that ever struck Deca- 
ur. In private he assumes the manner 
f the pampered English swell' and will 
talk about little else except the nobility 
and his art. Even-thing else is common- 


lace and vulgar to him, except perhaps 
\merican dollars.

Heft Deer Lodge aud came to Buttc 
"Buttc, the Silver City." It hau a popu- 
lation of fioni <'>,000 to 8,000, aud is one of 
the liveliest mining camps in the United 
Stati-s. The mines that surround the city- 
are all ore producers, and not merely 
mines on paper, as is too often the case 
with western mines. The principal mines 
arc the Alice, Monltou, Lexington, Ana- 
conda, Mountain, Consolidated, Gagnou, 
liiitte, (Mgiual, and various others. Yes- 
terday 1 had the pleasure of thoroughly 
inspecting the Alice. The property of tho 
Alice i» :i»K) feet in width by 900 feet in 
length, and they have the finest hoisting 
and reduction works in the territory. In 
company with Mr. W. E. Hall, the general 
superintendent of the Alice, we made a 
"tour." We lirst entered the new mill. 
In the boiler room there arc three pair of 
boilers, 70 inch shell. In the engine room 
there i* a Corliss engine of 450 liorne 
power, and they call it "Baby Mine."
